Larly Disking "Makes" Corn. 

More com failures result in Kansas 
from an insufllcient supply of moisture, 
says the Valley Farmer, than from any 
other reason. E<arly disking is the rem- 
edy. The subeoil forms a large reser- 
voir, where an exeesa of water may be 
stored for fntate use. The spring rain- 
fall can be saved by stirring the ground 
so it will enter freely and by keepibK the 
lop soil worked to prevent evaporation. 
If corn land is not plowed it should be 
disked early in the spring. Double disk- 
ing is better. Diikiaf keq^ the soil 
from dryine out so rapidly. Later in the 
season the moisture in Um sabsoil will 
rise to the surface as the crop uses the 
surface water. Besides preserving wa- 
ter, disking will help make a better seed- 
bed anil destroy a great many of the first 
crop weeds. A littlu early work as soon 
as the land is dry enough to work helps 
to pull the erop through a critical period 
in tiM wmmm time.

Fares to be Reduced by The 
L&N. 

A reduction of one-half a cent a gaile 
for passenger fares on the Louisville & 
Nashville railroad in Kentuclcy was an- 
nounced by W. A. RusselU passenger 
traffic manager, at Louisville. 

Possibly as early as April 1. certainly 
not later than May I. accor.linir to the 
announcement, the rate on the L. <!c N 
and on all branches and new lines, e.\- 
aept those on wliicli the present passen 
gerrato is not remunerative, the fare 
will be reduced from three cents to two 
and one-half cents a mile. 

This reduction applies both to intra 
state and interstate traffic. Combined 
With similar reductions in Tciaicsbee 
and in Alabama, 11 establishes practical- 
ly a two and one-half-oent rato from the 
Ohio river to the (julf ot .Mexico.

tion will atfeet the passenger revenues 
in Kentucky in the sum o; *i:!0,000 a 
year on interstate trattic and the tota' 
cut in passenger revenue for the thri<

through this rediiction of half a cent.

i-'lawers." He visited .lacksonville, 
ICustis aod other points in Florida. Af- 
ter ▼isiting many plaees in tha South- 
land, he turned his eyes toward his 
"Old Keniucky Home" and started on 
his return trip lo the land where the sun 
shines brightest, the sky the bluest, 
friends tlie uuesT, ami those scenes 
neji^e.-it and dearest lo him. Arriving 
in kno.wille. Tenn., lie remained there 
a few days, and from that city iie went 
to Middlesboro, Ky , where he spent ten 
days. Thursday nighl aboui 10:30 
o'clock, he departed from Middlesboro 
nod was homeward bound. While on 
tlia train he was taken ill. A physician 
was also on tbe train at the lime and ren- 
dered avary possible assistaace. When 
tbe train reached Corbio, Mr. Kennedy 
was suffering iotense paio, his stomach 
apparently being badly deranged. He 
was taken from the train and helped 
into Iho depot Wlule siltinj? in a pos- 
ture in the depot, Mr. Kennedy sprang 
lo his feel ami ulapped his hamU lo 
eitlier side of liis head aud ;:avi) an awful 
shriek. Mediuaiaid was summoned and 
two doctors responded to the call He 
was given a hypodermic to ailoviaie his 
suffering. He was ilieii oarried to a 
nearby hotel and given every possible 
attention by the two attending physi 
cians and others, the physicians remain- 
ing with him until death claimed itaown 
about 6;30 o'eloek Friday morning, as 
above stated. Oifring the nbrht Mr. 
Kennedy had seven convulsions, bqt di)r-, 
ing the intervals be was perfectly ra- 
tional and conversed and joked freely 
with those about him. Upon learmngof 
his death, many rumors were atloai as 
to the probable cause of his demise. Mr. 
Wearren Kennedy left on the noon train 
for Corbin, Friday, relurni u with the 
remains of his brother about 7 o'clock 
the same evening. Mr Kennedy's death 
was technically, purely accidental, he 
having raptured a blood vessel of the 
brain, siiparinduoed by tha sayara strain 
whtia ia a ft of vomituif . On rsaohing 
this aity tba lamalos waifi eaavayadto 
ilia hoBia of his Iwotliar. Mr. Waarran 
Kennedy, on Smith-Ballard street, where 
funeral servicer were held Sunday after- 
noon at l.'M o'clock, thence the burial 
in the Richmond Cemetery, Ilev. K. li. 
Barnes, pastor of the First Christian 
church, performing the last sad rites. 
Deceased was the youngest child of Capi. 
Joseph H Kennedy, now a Stale Guard 
at the Frankfort penitentiary, and would 
have been iweniy-one years of age in 
May. His oldest brother,- Frank, died 
Just two years ago — in March, aud his 
mother died in June fo] 'owing John B 
Kennedy was aoommand ng figure. Ue 
was a giant phsleally and Intelleotually. 
He was a young man of starling a^arth, 
possessing rare aod beautiful traiu of 
character, popular with all and num- 
bering his friepds by ilie score. For 
several years he was employed by the 
Gibson Hospital, this city, and had a 
large acquaintanceship throughout ihe 
county and State. The large concourse 
ai his funeral Sunday afternoon and the 
great pr ofusion of floral offerings were a 
beautiful lesliironial of the high esteem 
in which he was held by all. He did 
indeed oiler a shining mark lo the in 
satiate archer.

Richmond's Tobacco Market. 

On Friday Feb. 27,elosed for the present 
season the loose leaf tobacco market of 
our city, ih is being ihe fourth year of 
successful eales held at this place. The 

market Iwre was opened with the buiid- 
ing of Ihe Madison Tobacco Warehouse 
Company's pUnt near the Louisville «S: 
-Vilantic railway station. Then tlie Far- 
mers Tocacco Warehouse in ihe east 
and was organised and backed by a 
number of our progrt's^ivi^ citizens. Two 
years later the Madison Warehouse peo 
pla built the comaradkMisand up-to-date 
stpel .structure, connecting with the old 
house by a viaduct across the street. 
This year the Home Warehoasa, abirge, 
sieel. up to-date building, was erected, 
luakini; three houses here for the hand- 
ling of loose leaf tobacco, these bouses 
entailing an outlay of possibly some 980, 
UOO. This market has been fortunate in 
the fact that there ha"ebaen few chang- 
es ill the buyiii;,' forces. .Mr .luhn Ivy 
Smith, the clci^er buyer for J. 1*. Taylor 
& Co , came when our market was first 

opeiifd; Mr .1 S. Thomas, one of the 
best, representing L i\: .M.. also came at 
this time, while Mr. J. S. Leach, the 

very i;eni lemtmly and politH buyer rep- 
resenting Ihe A. T- Co, has bien'on 
this market for three years. Mr. W. P. 

Judy, the tine gent leman from Miller— 
burg, came this year in place ol Mr. .1 
A. Glenn, representing the interests of 
U .1. U Co : Mr. Charles St. wart. also 
from Winchester, 
reprosantii'g O'Brien ± Co. All these 
buyers, wjihout exception l;;ive become 
ideiitihed with our community and have 
all become well and favorably known to 
our people. \Ve wish tlieiii to know- 
thai we are glad lo have IhL'Ui with us 
part of the time, if not all, and with other 
progressive and ill I ere >ip<i ciiixens, ap- 
praeiate Ihe fact thai due to higl) honor 
and the excellent judgment of these 
buyers. Uiclini"nii has a tobacco market 
second lo none ui the Stale in point of 
prices paid for the weed. We think our 
people hiirdly reali/e what this maikei 
means lu our community. Last year 
this market sold 0,117.173 pounds of to- 
bacco at a general averago of i1-> s> per 
hundred. There was paid oli . here for 
this crop $784,227.4:1 The market this 
year sold 7,(K*40.000 [.ouiids and the gen- 
eral average is nearly iht^ same as last 
yaar, desfd e the fact that this year's 
crop was not as good in quality as tlu.t 
of last year. We see, then, that this 
year there has been paid out for the 
crop approximately 1900,000. This mon- 
ey does nol all. of course, lind its way 
into our bnnks, nor all tfiven in e.\- 
change for commodities at our stores, 
but much of it docs, and has made our 
bushsass better; has made our city as 
sume a more important air; has made 
property more valuable. These houses 
furnish eiiployinem to approximately 
100 men, with a weekly pay-roll of prob 
ably more lhaa jsl.uOO.

Shrimp salad can be made in a good 
many ways, and all of them are good.

hard-boiled eggs that have been put 
through a ricer. They then can be 
dressed either with mayonnaise or 
with Franeh draaaing. Just the shrimp 
aloae can be aanrad oa lettaea with 

either kind of dressing. 

Another good salad calls for a cup 
oC ahrimpa, cut in small pieces; half 
a cap ot celery haarU diced amail. 
and aaaaoalag o( peper and aalt. 
These ingredlaata ahould be mixed 
with half a cupful of mayonnaise and 
placed in a bed of white lettuce leaves. 
Oamlah thia salad with eightlis of 
hard-boHed eggs, capers aad ollvea. 

Another good combination is 
shrimps and chilled, sliced tomatoes, 
served with atayoanaise on lettuce. 

For salad, shrimps should be chilled 
through and thoroughly dry. Any im- 
perfect ones, of course, should be dis- 
carded, and the little dark vein that 
is aomatlmea nofteaaUe in the shrimp 
can be remorved for a aalad of the 
finest quality. 

Croustades of shrimps and rice are 
delicious. The croustades, or shells, 
eaa ba awda tiom iMrilad rice, sea- 
aoned with salt and pepper, and heat- 
ad in a doable boiler with a beaten 
egg, and, If necessary for moistening, 
a little cream.

MANY ODD liAKES OF SHOES 

Mteresting to Note the Evolution of 
Footwear Through Ita Can- 
turiea «f Uaa. 

In the ninth and tenth centuries the 
greatest princes of Kurope wore wood- 
en slioes. In the reif^i of William 
Rafba of Bagiaad la the eleyeath cen- 
tury a great dude. "Robert the 
Horned," used shoes with sharp points 
stuffed with tow and pointed like 
ram's horns. The Romans made use 
of two kiada of shoes, tha atriea or 
sandal, which covered the sole of the 
foot and which was worn at home or 
in company, and the calceus, which 
covered the whole foot and waa al- 
ways worn with the toga when one 

went abroad. 

Greek slioes were peculiar in reach- 
ing to the middle of the leg. Slippers 
were in use before Sbakespeare'a time 
and were originally made rig^ta and 
lefts. Shoes among the Jews were 
made of leather, linen, rush or wool; 
soldiers' shoes wer" usually made of 
brass or iron, in the reign of Richard 
IL shoes were of such absurd length 
as to be required to be tied to the 
knee with chains sometimes made of 
gold or silver. 

In 1463 the English parliament took 
tha auitter la hand and passed an act 

forbidding shoes with spikes more 
than two inches in length being worn 
or manufactured. The present fashion 

in shoes waa introduced into England 
ialOS.
